-r-(AP)—An attempt by the pilot 
of MI airplane .to give hli passen- 
ger* a thrill during a pleasure ride 
today was believed responsible for 
the plunge of a large cabin plane 
into the Ohio river near here last 
night, carrying two men—the pilot 
and a passenger to their deathi.

'This agreement proposes a re- 


volutionar^ policy among nations" 
he said. "It holds a greater hope 
for peaceful relations than was 
ever before given to the world. If 
'those who are involved in it, hav- 
ing started it will finish it, Its pro- 
visions will prove one of the great- 
est blessings ever bestowed upon 
humanity. It is a fitting consuma- 
tlon to the first decade of peace." 
As to its 
power to maintain 


peace, Mr. Coolidge ^asserted that 
if the treaty had been in force in 
1914, there is "every reason to sup- 
pose that it would have saved the 
situation and delivered the world" 
from the ravages of the World 
war. 
It is for the purpose of maintain- 


ing "the rule of law" throughout 
the world as well as this country, 
to defend ourselves and to meet 
;ithe obligation to resist evil" that 
the United States maintains an 
army and navy, the president said. 
The country's citizens at borne and 
the world at large,, he "declared, 
would hold the government in con- 
tempt if it disregarded the science 
of national defense. He added: 
"It would be an attempt to evade 


bearing our share of the burdens 
of civilisation. For this reason we 
maintain, according 
to 
our re- 


sources, our population, our posi- 
tion, and our 
responsibilities, a 


moderate army and navy based on 
what we believe to be our re- 
quirements for national security.'* 


While the speech 
was signifi- 


cant because of the time given to 
the discussion of the Kelogg pact 
and its relationship to American 
defense requirements, the president 
also devoted a share of his ad- 
dress 
to reciting the knowledge 


that had come from the war.

killed Miss Constance in a hold-up 
which netted him $1.19, the amount 
for which he sold her wrist watch.

"The pipe I-hit her with was in 
the gutter, and I picked it up," he 
said.

The supplement appropriation of 


$1,500,000 made in anticipation of 
the reduction of the gasoline tax 
from' three' to two cents a gallon 
September 1 would, If used, make 
the apportionment $17. This fund 
was not needed, however, to fulfill 
the $15 requirement. 


The apportionment made was 


based on an estimated total enroll- 
ment of 1,401,374 school children, 
which is about 31,000 more than 
the figure on which the 1827 ap- 
portionment was based on, and the 
latter was 21,000 more than the 
year before.

.Transient pickers in. small num- 
bers have already begun -to come 
into the county 'and are being di- 
rected by the local Chamber to 
places where needed. 
Cotton has begun to open In the 


Kerens Chamber of Commerce, has 
advertised in various state papers 
for pickers. 


With the present-" hot weather 
cotton is beginning to open rapidly 
throughout this section and a keen 
demand for pickers has developed 
over a wide area. 
In reply to a request for special 
Information on the picker situation 
in Texas the Corsicana Chamber of. 
Commerce received the following 
letter Monday 
from, the 
Fort 
Worth office of the United States 
department of labor: 
.The cotton situation Is as fol- 
lows:

"Practically all of the pickers In 
the Valley from Edinburgh south 
have been released. Within two 
weeks there will be some releases 
In the Corpus, Christ! section,-but 
they will move into Victoria, and 
Refugto counties. East and .Cen- 
tral Texas will begin' calling for 
pickers at the same time and the 
immediate West Texas,

of 
Fort Worth, will begin 
calling 


about the 15th of September. North- 
west Texas in October. 


"This Is certain to create a diffi- 


cult task in the securing of pick- 
ers.
